parts: And whereas, foꝛ farther encouragement, the ſayd Company haue had and emoyed by Let- 
ters Patents, vnderthe great Seale of England, in the time of the late Queene Elizabeth, pꝛiuiledge 
foꝛ the ſole bꝛinging in ofthe ſayd commodities, with generall pꝛohibitions and reſtraints of others 
notlicenſed and authoaſed by the ſayd Letters Patents, to traifique oꝛ trade contrary to the tenoz 
ofthe lame letters Patents; we, minding the vpholding and continuance of the ſayd trade and not 
to ſuffer that the ſapd ſoctety ſhall ſuſtatne any violation oꝛ diminution of their liberties and paiutled- 
ges, Hane thought geodto ratiſie and nubliſh vnto all perſons, alwell ſubiects as ſtraugers, the ſaid 
puulledges and reũraints, to the end that none of them pzeruine £5 attempt anv thing againſt the 
ſame; And doe heerebp ſtraitely charge and command all Hur Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and all 
other Our Officers at the Poꝛts, and alſo the Farmers of Our Cuſtomes and their Deputies and 
Wapters, That they ſuffer not any hempe, flare, pot aſhes, ſoape-aſhes, Polonia wooll, cozdage, 
parne, Eaſtland linnen cloth, pitch, tarre. oz wood, noꝛ any other commodities Whatſocuer,b2ought 
from any the foꝛraine parts oꝛ regions wherein the ſayd Company haue vſed to trade, tobe landed, 
except onely ſuch as ſhall be bꝛought tn by ſach as are free of the ſaid Company: Pꝛouided alwates, 
that the impoztation ofcozne and graine be left free and without reſtraint ; Any thing heercin con-

Furthermoze, whereas there hath beene in antient time diners good and politicke Tawes, made 
againſt the ſhipping of merchandiles in ſtrangers bottomes, either in ward oz outward , as namely 
the Statutes of 5. Richardi 2. 4. Henrici 7. 32. Henrici 8. &c. Which Lawes of latter peeres haue beene 
much neglected, to the great pꝛeindire ofthe nauigation of Our kingdome ; Wee doe ſtrattely charge 
and command, that the ſayd Lawes be from hencefoo2th duly put in execution, vpon the paines ther⸗ 
in tontayned, and vpon payne of Our high indignation and diſpleaſure towards all Pur Officers 
and Miniſters, which ſhall be found ſlacke and remiſle in pzocuring and aſſiſting the due execution of 


the ſayd Tabwes.
